Organized racketeers are “ go­ 
ing for broke” in a new and 
literal sen.se. They have found 
hugely profitable techniques of 
going bankrupt on purpo.se. 
For years the trend in the 
underworld has been diversifica­ 
tion-branching out of conven­ 
tional fields like gambling into 
every possible 'egitimale field, 
fiom the motel business to .sec­ 
retarial schools. 
Sometimes these ‘ legitimate” 
businesses are quite legitimate­ 
ly run and serve simply as in­ 
vestments and fronts for racket 
money. Other times, these front 
husines.ses themselves become 
powerful new tools of under­ 
world greed. 


OF AIJ> the modern schemes 
that organized crime ha.s used 
to infiltrate legitimate business, 
the procedure of going broke 
fast may be the biggest money 
maker of ail. 


We have known confidence 
men in retailing before—the fly- 
by-nights and the quick close­ 
out specialists Rut only recent­ 
ly has the old game clearly be­ 
come part of organized syndi­ 
cate activity. 
Syndicate - planned hanknipl- 
cies, 
a.s 
we 
call 
them, 
or 
"scam” , as the racketeers call 
them, are swindling legitimate 
American businesses as a rate 
that has hit about ‘200 a year 
and is still ri.sing 
Five years 
ago. we knew of only a hand­ 
ful of bankruptcies that involved 
racketeers 
Now, in one major city alone, 
we estimate 
that 
established 
racketeers are making $3 mil­ 
lion annually on planned bank­ 
ruptcies alone 


Only a matte*’ of month.s ago 
we exposed a bankruptcy fraud 
in an Fastern '’ity that involved 
the milking of over a million 
and a quarter dollars from a 
single fivod marketing hou.se 


WE CLOSED that case with 
convictions and long jail sen­ 
tences, hut to avoid any risk 
of prejudicing the pending ap 
peals, it is necessary to dis­ 
guise the real I'ames involved 
The retails were particularly

bizarre and the stakes were un­ 
usually high, but the pattern 
wa.s familiar. 
The opening wedge for the 
racketeers was the fact that the 
victim in this case, as in so 
many others, was in a momen­ 
tary financial crisi.s, badly in 
need of a short-term loan 
instead of going to a bank, 
the company—“ Eastern Pack­ 
ers”—took the advice of one of 
its 
own 
salesman. 
“ Frank 
Brown,” and accepted an $8,500 
loan from “ .lohnny Stanley,” a 
racketeer whose interests in­ 
cluded a food business of his 
own and a loan shark outfit. 
Once it took the loan. Eastern 
Packers firm never caught up 
with itself 
It turned out that Brown, the 
salesman, was a convicted fel­ 
on. reportedly a membr of the 
('osa Nostra, and an associate 
of Stanley in the loan business. 
At the "shylock” rates Stanley 
charged, it became impossible 
for Eastern Packers to pay off 
the loan Within a month ¿'ast­ 
ern was falling behind on pay­ 
ments and, as a “ concession” 
to Stanley, sold Brown a third 
interest in the company. Then, 
under pressure, it made him 
president—so he could “ protect 
the investment ” 


WITH A I. M O S T incredible 
speed, the court records show. 
Brown drained off $1.1 million 
for himself and forced the com­ 
pany into voluntary bankruptcy. 
Stanley and his meat firm, 
the "Tower Meal Co.” , had usu­ 
ally bought about $1,000 worth 
of merchandise a month from 
Eastern Packers, but now, in 
league with Brown, it started 
purchasing huge quantities of 
food and disposing of it quickly 
for 
cash 
at 
below-wholesale 
prices 
At the same time, Ea.stern 
Packers grossly expanded its 
purchases from suppliers and 
producers—all on the well-estab­ 
lished credit of the old com­ 
pany. but with no intention of 
ever paying up 
The whole operation was over 
in no time in just eight days, 
Brown 
siphoned 
off 
$750,000 
from Eastern Packers 
After 
bankruptcy was d e c l a r e d , 
Brown claimed he had lost all 
this money gambling. 
Not only had Eastern Pack­ 
ers been destroyed, but credi­ 
tors were left hanging too. One 
major creditor was stuck with 
$150,000 in unpaid bills; a single

small farmer was crippled with 
an unpaid debt of $1,500. 


THIS CASE is typical of rack­ 
eteer - rigged bankruptcies we 
have seen in the last few years. 
Again and again, we see the 
.same elements; First the racke­ 
teers establish a line of credit 
which they exploit to make vast 
orders of merchandise. Then 
they unload the merchandise, 
conceal the proceeds, declare 
bankruptcy and take off 
The operation has been more 
brazen 
since 
we 
have been 
watching it clo.sely. What used 
to take five nr six months i.s 
now the work of as little as six 
weeks. 
Originally the most typical 
operation was what we called 
the “ Christmas scheme,” 
so 
called because it centered on 
the Christmas buying rush. Sev­ 
eral months before the rush, 
racketeers open a new sales 
corporation. With front men as 
company officers and with a 
momentary deposit of racket 
cash in their bank account, they 
establish credit and place or­ 
ders with suppliers. 
In the relatively quiet months 
of the summer and early fall, 
they even bolster their credit 
rating by making prompt pay­ 
ments for early orders. 
But as Christmas approaches, 
their orders go sky high. The 
suppliers, who often can get 
over-«ager about the Christmas 
rush, do not want to risk los­ 
ing a big order by making a 
time-consuming check, .so they 
promptly 
fill orders 
for 
thé 
“ scam” operators. 


BY NEW YEAR'S Day. the 
racketeers have unloaded all 
their merchandise for less than 
it was worth -either to under­ 
world “ fences” or to naive bar­ 
gain hunler.s—and before paying 
any bills, collap.se their corpora­ 
tion info bankruptcy. 
The variations in the “ scam" 
game are endless If is played 
all over the country, with all 
kinds of products Fllecfrical ap­ 
pliances. lumber, automobiles, 
and even Thanksgiving turkeys 
The constant factor in all of 
these cases is the abuse of 
sound credit practices. In too 
many cases vigilance and prop­ 
er investigation by private lend­ 
ers and suppliers would have 
stopped the frauds at an earlv 
stage 
For our part, we have tried 
to meet this new form of racke­ 
teering with a greatly increa.sed 
effort and pro.secution 


WE AIjSO are asking Con­ 
gress for new legislation that 
would extend our authoritv to 
confer immunity into this field 
T h e 
Icgitimaie 
businessmen 
who get deeply involved in these 
ca.ses are themselves usually li­ 
able to prosecution for what 
they have done. Rut if we ran 
immunize these men from pros­ 
ecution, we believe we can get 
them to testify. 
We have sought meanwhile to 
help alert credit managers and 
businessmen across the country 
to the give-away signs of this 
spreading racketeer activity. 
For the public, there is the 
larger les.son 
in the current 
wave of fraudulent bankrupl- 
cies: That the rackets are not 
peopled by comic-book stereo­ 
types. dressed in black shirts, 
white ties and two-tone shoes. 
Racketeers have given up the 
company of goon squads for 
that of lawyers and account­ 
ants. Their interest in bootleg­ 
ging ha.s given way to a fascina­ 
tion with "legitimate” busine.ss.

New York's Gov. Nels<wi A. 
Rockefeller must have thought 
a lot in nine days for within 
that time he decided to do 
what he had said would be 
meaningless to do. 
He discussed the question of 
any 1968 presidential ambitions 
and closed the door on himself 
But this wouldn’t be the first 
time he did something like that 
and changed his mind.

it 
remarkable 
about taking himself out of the 
presidential race this early i.s 
that the Repuo'.ican field i.s a 
wide open as at any time in his­ 
tory. 
His party, still trying to pick 
Itself up off the floor after its 
1964 disaster, has been mute

At this moment no one among

Republicans, 
including 
Rockefeller,

than a mere possibility for the 
GOP 
nomination three

from now. 
Rockefeller, t w i c e elected 
New York’s governor, told a 
news conference July

would definitely seek a third 
term in 1966 Winning that, of 
course, would keep him in pub- 
lit life. 
That, in turn, would give him 
a good foundation for seeking 
the presidential nomination. But 
would he try for the presidency

He said then his “ decision

Rockefeller announced he’d be 
willing to be drafted. 


NIXON GOT THE 1960 nomi­ 
nation and lost the election. In 
1964, when the field was wide 
open as now. Rockefeller fought 
and campaigned for the nomina­ 
tion and actually said he want­ 
ed it before anyone else spoke 
up. 
That time Sen. Barry Gold- 
water got the nomination and 
lost the election 
Now. with no would-be candi­ 
date ahead of any other would- 
be candidate, it would seem nat­ 
ural 
for 
Rockefeller 
to 
try 
again. 
But he ha.s run into .some op­ 
position within his own party, 
even to running for the gover­ 
norship. 


He seems hen I on being gov­ 
ernor again. Unless he withdrew 
as a presidential possibility, he 
faced the risk of being accused 
of

governorship 
simply as a springboard for the 
presidential nomination. 
If he is not re-elected to the 
state house, he almost certainly 
will have no chance at the presi­ 
dential nomination If he is re­ 
elected.

Organized racketeers are “ go­ 
ing for broke” in a new and 
literal sense 
They have found 
hugely profitable techniques of 
going bankrupt on purpose. 


For years the trend in the 
underworld has bren diversifica­ 
tion branching out of conven­ 
tional fields like gambling into 
every possible 'egitimate field, 
fiom the motel business to sec­ 
retarial schools. 


Sometimes those "legitimate” 
businesses are quite legitimate­ 
ly run and ser* e simply as in­ 
vestments and fronts for racket 
money. Other times, these front 
businesses themselves become 
powerful new tools of under­ 
world greed 


OF' ALI. the modern schemes 
that organized crime has used 
to infiltrate legiumafe business, 
the procedure of going broke 
fast may be the biggest money­ 
maker of all. 


We have 
known 
confidence 
men in retailing before 
the fly- 
by-nights and the quick clo se ­ 
out specialists But only recent­ 
ly has the old game clearly be­ 
come part of organized syndi 
cate activity. 


Syndicate - planned bankrupt­ 
cies, 
as 
we 
call 
them 
or 
“ scam", as th'* racketeers call 
them, are swindling legitimate 
American businesses as a rate 
that has hit about 2ftft a year 
and is still rising 
Five years 
ago. we knew of only a hand­ 
ful of bankruptcies that involved 
racketeers 


Now. in one major city alone. 
we estimate

racketeers are making $3 mil­

Instead of going to a bank, 
the company—-"Eastern Pack­ 
ers” —took the advice of one of 
its 
own 
salesman. 
“ Frank 
Brown.” and accepted an $8,500 
loan from “ Johnny Stanley,” a 
racketeer whose 
interests 
in­ 
cluded a food business of his 
own and a loan shark outfit. 
Once it took the loan. Eastern 
Packers firm never caught up 
with itself 


It turned out that Brown, the 
salesman, was a convicted fel­ 
on, reportedly a membr of the 
Cosa Nostra, and an associate 
of Stanley in the loan business 
At the "shylock” rates Stanley 
charged, it became impossible 
for Eastern Packers to pay off 
the loan Within a month East­ 
ern was falling behind on pay­ 
ments and, as a “ concession” 
to Stanley, sold Brown a third 
interest in the company. Then, 
under pressure, it made him 
president 
so he could “ protect 
the investment " 


WITH A I. A1 (I S T incredible 
speed, the court records show. 
Rrown drained off $13 million 
for himself and forced the com­ 
pany into voluntary bankruptcy 


Stanley and his meat firm, 
the "Tower Meat Co ” , had usu­ 
ally bought about $1,000 worth 
of merchandise a month from 
Eastern Packers, but now, in 
league with Brown, it started 
purchasing huge quantities of 
food and disposing of it quickly 
for 
cash 
at 
helow-wholesale 
prices 


At the same time, Eastern 
Packers grossly expanded its 
purchases from suppliers and 
producers all on the well-estab

small farmer was crippled with 
an unpaid debt of $1,500. 


THIS CASE is typical of rack­ 
eteer - rigged bankruptcies we 
have seen in the last few years. 
Again and again, we see the 
same elements F irst the racke­ 
teers establish a line of credit 
which they exploit to make vast 
orders of merchandise 
Then 
they unload the merchandise, 
conceal the proceeds, declare 
bankruptcy and take off 
The operation has been morp 
brazen 
since 
we 
have 
been 
watching it closely. What used 
to take five or six months is 
now the work of as little as six 
weeks 
Originally the most 
typical 
operation was what we called 
the 
"Christmas 
scheme,” 
so 
called because it centered on 
the Christmas buying rush Sev­ 
eral months before the rush. 
racketeers open a new sale* 
corporation 
With front men as 
company officers and with a 
momentary deposit of racket 
cash in their bank account, they 
establish credit and place or­ 
ders with suppliers 
In the relatively quiet months 
of the summer and early fall, 
they even holster their credit 
rating bv making prompt pay­ 
ments for early orders 
But as Christmas approaches 
their orders go skv high 
The 
suppliers, who often can get 
over-eager about the Christmas 
rush, do not want to risk los­ 
ing a big order bv making a 
time-consuming check, -o they 
promptly 
fill orders 
for

"scam' 
operators 


BV N EW Y E A R 'S Day. the 
racketeers 
have unloaded all 
their merchandise for less than 
it was worth -either to under­ 
world "fences” or to naive bar­ 
gain hunters 
and before paving 
any bills, collapse their corpora­ 
tion into bankruptcy 
The variations in the 
scam 
game are endless It is played 
all over the country, with all 
kinds of products Electrical ap 
pliances. lumber, automobile* 
and even Thanksgiving turkey 
The constant factor in a lf of 
these cases 
is the abu*e of 
sound credit practices. In too 
many cases vigilance and prop­ 
er investigation by private lend 
prs and suppliers would have 
stopped the frauds at an earlv 
stage 
For our part, we have tried 
to meet this new form of racke­ 
teering with a greatly increased 
effort and prosecution

drop by the labor camp school 
after work. 
When the workers and their 
older children — 12 and up 
leave the Arvin farm labor sup- 
pl center camp to pick in near­ 
by fields, the younger children 
stay behind 
With them are 26 young men 
and women from the University 
of California at Los Angeles, 
most of them earning $121 for 
the summer s work, financed by 
a $12,500 federal war on poverty 
grant 
Each student takes five chil­ 
dren for tutoring in the morn­ 
ing The afternoon is devoted to 
recreation and arts and crafts.

The Forgotten Amendment 


Bv Raymond Moley 


The Supreme Court decision 
last month which held unconsti­ 
tutional a Connecticut law pro­ 
hibiting the use and dissemina­ 
tion of birth control information 
and devices had constitutional 
implications far beyond the im­ 
portance of the facts and law 
in the case itself 
But because 
the decision touched at once the 
public nerve centers of religion 
and sex. the greater issue has 
been neglected in the comment 
ainee. 


Ten years ago there appeared 
a small book. ‘ The Forgotten 
Ninth Amendment,” by Bennett 
B. Patterson, a member of the 
Texas bar. It was brought to 
my attention by Rene Wormser, 
a distinguished member of the 
New York bar 


He suggested that the subject 
opened up an area of research 
which might well have a pro­ 
found bearing on national poli­ 
cies in a period in which an 
ever - growing federal govern­ 
ment is invading not only the 
province of the states but the 
liberties of the individual 
The Ninth Amendment says: 
“ The enumeration in the Consti­ 
tution of certain rights shall not 
be construed to deny or dis­ 
parage others retained by the 
people.” 


IN MOST DISCUSSION of the 
Bill of Rights this amendment 
has been 
associated with 
the 
Tenth Amendment, which says: 
‘ Tile powers not delegated to 
the United States by the Consti­ 
tution. nor prohibited by it to 
the States, are reserved to the 
States respectively, or to t h e 
people 


For a century most people be­ 
lieved that the first IO amend­ 
ments to the Constitution, com­ 
monly called the Bill of Rights. 
were intended exclusively to be 
limitations on thp federal gov­ 
ernment. 
The 
first 
eight 
un­ 
doubtedly are 
But in 1800 the 
Supreme Court specifically de­ 
clared that only the first eight 
amendments were so restricted, 
and the courts since then have 
followed that interpretation. 


The 
“ rights” 
generally 
re 
/erred to in the Ninth Amend­ 
ment have never been enumer­ 
ated. and many efforts by law­ 
yers to invoke them have been 
repeatedly rejected by the court 


IN TMK ('ASE of the Connec­ 


ticut birth - control law. .Justice 
Douglas in most of his opinion 
seemed to find the right of pri­ 
vacy in a vague, and I believe 
dangerous, 
inference that 
this 
right rested in what he called 
the “ penumbra” of other spe­ 
cifically stated individual rights. 
However, he did bring in the 
Ninth Amendment and at one 
point quoted it in full. 
But Justice Goldberg left in­ 
ference aside and in his con­ 
curring 
opinion 
put 
the 
case 
squarely on the Ninth Amend­ 
ment. 
His 
opinion 
suggests 
strongly that he had studied Pat­ 
terson’s book 
For he said that 
he could find justification for the 
Connecticut 
decision 
in 
“ the 
language 
and 
history 
of 
the 
Ninth Amendment” 
This amendment, he held, was 
intended by Madison, who was 
its original author and sponsor 
in Congress, to protect tradition­ 
al rights which existed long be­ 
fore there 
was 
a 
Constitution 
and. indeed, a United States of 
America 


HE QUOTED an earlier deci­ 
sion of the Supreme Court hold­ 
ing that the due process clause 
protects those liberties that are 
“ so rooted in the traditions and 
conscience of our people as to 
be 
ranked 
as 
fundamental” 
Goldberg went further to say: 
“ In determining which rights 
are fundamental, judges are not 
left at large to decide cases in 
light of their personal and pri­ 
vate notions Rather, they must 
look to the traditions and (col­ 
lective! conscience of our peo­ 
ple’ to determine whether a prin­ 
ciple is ‘so rooted (there! . . . 
as 
to 
be 
ranked 
as 
funda­ 
mental.’ " 
Since 
Justice 
Goldberg 
In­ 
voked the historical origins of 
the Ninth Amendment, he must, 
although he did not specifically 
say so. have upheld the natural 
law. which Jefferson stated in 
the Declaration of Independence 
and which Edmund Burke so e 
oquentlv invoked in his many 
writings and 
speeches 
at 
the 
time both Jefferson and Madison 
were living 
This recognition of the Ninth 
Amendment as a living consti­ 
tutional 
force 
holds 
immense 
possibilities for those who would 
seek to protect 
the 
individual 
against the invasions of his lib­ 
erty bv all 
governments—fed 
eral, state and local

OFTEN houses under con- 
ntruction and vacant houses are 
alluring to several children to­ 
gether. If the doors a r e un­ 
locked the youngsters may play 
on the porches or even pry open 
a door or window. If the empty 
building is in an outlying place, 
the youngsters may t h i n k it 
fun to throw stones at the win­ 
dows. 
Only one child in a group of 
children may lead s e v e r a l 
youngsters into such trespass­ 
ing. 
The trees in a neighbor’s 
lawn or vacant lot may attract 
tome children not well super­ 
vised to climb them and slide 
down the branches 
breaking 
them. In the guise of fun many 
small or half-grown shade trees 
are thus damaged. Of course, 
fruit from trees n e a r where 
children live may be very at­ 
tracting to these children, to 
the utter annoyance of the own­ 
er*. 


IF, moreover, you saw your 
youngster throwing stones or 
sticks at street signs or street 
lamps, prompt, decisive physic­ 
al punishment may be desir­ 
able. The earlier the child faces 
effective punishment in his ex­ 
perience of deliberate destruc­ 
tion, the less likely he will be­ 
come a chronic v a n d a l . Any 
good punishment may p r o v e 
more effective if there is some 
one to guide small groups of 
these youngsters in safe a n d 
wholesome fun. 
lf, for instance 
your own 
child with one or more of his 
playmates, is induced to throw 
stones at a target in a safe 
place, he and they may be less 
likely to be destructive. 
Especially in summer, you 
should know within any half­ 
hour where your youngsters are 
and what they are doing. To 
let them run wild for indefinite 
periods day after day is surely 
hazardous for their attitudes 
and ways toward public prop­ 
erty or the property of indi­ 
vidual persons. 


CHILDREN living in apart­ 
ments, with so few places for 
play, also need supervision and 
to be kept from secret places, 
or from wandering off where 
they might be exploited a n d 
lured into undesirable sex prac 
dees by one or more older chil­ 
dren.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
sizzling fight over repeal of 
federal 
legislation 
permitting 
states to outlaw the union shop 
reaches the House floor today. 
A decision will come quickly 
in the first stage of the battle 
when Republicans try to force a 
procedural change that would 
permit them *o offer amend­ 
ments to the bill. The vote on 
the bill itself will come Tues­ 
day. 
The administration - backed 
measure would repeal section 
14B of the Taft-Hartlev Act un-; 
der which 19 states have banned 
agreements between unions and 
management that would require 
employes to join a union and 
pay dues 
The bill is being considered 
under a rule that would make 
amendments raising any other 
issue out of order The Republi­ 
cans want the House to vote 
down that rule and substitute 
one making amendments in or­ 
der.

Some 750 members of reactivated Civil War units from 
21 states recreated a realistic encounter marking the end of 
the community's Railroad Centennial observance and the 
beginning of a new I mon Army of Commemoration. 
The Columbiana County Fairgrounds stadium was turn­ 
ed into a miniature battlefield in an exciting colorful pan­ 
orama of costume and action. 
An estimated 7,000 viewed the enactment, which climaxed 
the anniversary of the first train into Lisbon a century ago 
The battle and the review of troops which followed also 
ended the Union Army of the Civil War Centennial and form 
ally instituted the Army of Commemoration. 


THE HOUR-LONG program included a skirmish, an at­ 
tack by Confederate troops upon a railroad depot protected by 
Union forces, development of a full-scale battle, and finally 
capture of the station by the rebels and the burning of the

Some houses look well with a 
flagstone path and others with 
just a plain gravel or blucstone 
path. 
There are other houses which 
look their hest with a clean con­ 
crete walk; others where the 
owner does not want the trouble 
of constantly raking and edging 
and weeding between stones. 
Laying a concrete walk is a 
very simple matter. The first 
step is to stretch lines from the 
house steps to the road, having 
proper pitch to insure d r a in - 
age. Width is a matter of choice. 
The next step is to dig out the 
turf and lay wood strips, proper­ 
ly nailed to stakes, as an out­ 
line for the path Next, another 
strip exactly the width of the 
path is cut and set across 
This enables one to lay the 
walk in sections, do the job as 
time 
permits 
and 
avoid 
the 
back - breaking chores of mix­ 
ing the concrete hour after hour. 
There is no reason why the job 
should not be taken 
in 
easy 
stages. 
The actual mixing of the con­ 
crete i.s an important matter 
and the value of the walk will 
depend upon how the mix is 
made. The best mix will be in 
these proportions; 
one of ce­ 
ment, two of clean sand and 
four of gravel or crushed stone. 
Use only enough water to make 
the mix workable When the in­ 
gredients are ready, they should 
be thoroughly mixed while dry. 
then the water added and the 
batch turned and turned 


The strips ninning along the 
side of the path also act as 
guides across which you can lay 
a straight edge and s<-reed off 
the surface of the fresh c o n ­ 
crete. 
The work should be covered 
with burlap or old cloths a n d 
kept damp for three or four 
days before it is uncovered and 
used.
